Several hands accus-
tomed to the work have been brought
into the city to enable the management
to make n eatisfactory beginning. It is
very probable that what additional
hands may be needed will be found at
home.

An Indian ie making more money than
anyone in town at the present time.
Indian Jake's pile of sturgeon, as it laye
on the sidewalk every day in front of
the express office, ranges anywhere from
500 to 1,500 pounds, for which he re-
ceives 4'; cents a pound. It is rather
carious that Jake's line is always the
lucky one. Oar white citizens, and even
colored brethren never bring so much
sturgeon meat to the surface as does
Indian Jake. If the Indian is possessed
of an art whereby he can hook more fish,
he keeps the eecret inviolate. No one
has yet found it ont, though they look
at him cuarionsly enongh. Jake comes
from a fisherman’s family. His father
and grandiather before him fehed for a
living in the Coluombia river, and he
may easily pcesess valoable trade se-
crets which the white man does not
know.

NOT WORTH WHILE.

FPortage Wiil Not Be Repaired Bscnusse
the Locks Wiil Be Open Soon.

More or lezs complaiut bas been made

that the state portage rzilway at the
Cascade lucks has not been operated for

some time, The Mcts ae they exist are
reported in a Salem dispately to the Ore-
gonian as follows:

During high water tkis year, the
lower incline was washed out, which
stopped operation of the road, Since
that time efforts have been repeatedly
made by the board of portage commis-
sioners to make connections over the
government roads, under control of the
contractors, 88 well as over the private
roads of Messre. Day. At one time the
board bad assurance from one of the
Days that their private road leading
along the canal might be unsed by the
state, but within a day or two there-
after the superintendent of the portage
road was notified that the permission
was withdrawn. This withdrawsl of
permission, as it is stated by Messra.
Day, grew out of the failure of the D, P,
& A. N. Co. to furnish & bend indemni-
fying the contractors against any causes
of action for damsages that had been
sustained or might be sustained by rea-
son of blasting or other operatione near
the lower boat landing. The board has
been very anxions to bave the portage
road opened, but the superintendent re.
ports that there is every reason to be-
lieve the canal will be ready for use by
November 15th, and that Lherefore it
wounld be nnwise to incar the heavy ex-
pendituare necessary to repair the port-
age road, as the canal will heOpen in 80
ghort a time.

In anewer to inguniries made by Secre-
tary Kineaid, C. C. Hobart, superin-
tendent of the portage railway at the
locks, has written :

*‘] see no reason why the government
locks should not be so far completed by
November 15th, or even before that date,
as to allow them to be opened for traffic.
Mr. Day, Sr., said,September 5th, ‘We
have made a contract with Captain
Fiek and obligated ourseives to have
them ready for bueiness by that date
and, if the weather ig favorable, we will
have them done before that time. If
thev are not finished by that time, it
will be cor fanlt.” Mr. Wiley, govern-
ment saperintendent, as well as the en-
gineer in charge, are of the opinion that
the work is to be completed as soon as
possible.”

At the meeting of the portage com-
mission this afternoon, Superintendent
Hobart was instrocted to take up the
tracks, frogs, ete., from the state’s road,
and put them away and care for the
same,

AMOUNTS' TO PERSECUTION-

The U. 8. Government Still Puorsuing
the Luckless Sheep Ralsers.

U. 8. Marchal Humphrey came up
yesterday to notily ten prominent sheep
growers of thie section to present them-
selves at Portland nine days after re-
ceiving notice and show canse why they
shoald not be perpetually enjoined from
nsing the Cascade forest reserve for
their stock.

It is difficult to locate exactly the pri-
mary epirit which is behind end urging
on to destruction the greatest industry
of this country, but the facts are that
the entire machinery of the government
is being tarned against the sheemen,
with a singlences of purpose eeldom ob-
gervable in any cause for adjodieation.
A haste is being shown in eettling this
matter wherein its expediency is incon-
ceivable. The fAimsy excuse of forest
fires caused by herders does not apply,
for the season for fires is about closed.
They never harmed the range by feed-
ing on it, consequently that cannot be
urged- as an urgent reason for their
speedy removal. Perhaps, when the
facts are fully known, it will be fonnd
that a class of people like thatof which
the Mazamas are com posed are arging the
abandonment of the reserve as a feeding
ground in order o preserve Lhe game
and the wilderness in which they feed.

The government at Washington has
instrocted Mr. Murphy to prosecute the
caseg with all wigor. The reports of
trespass are enpplied by epecial agents,
who are likewise urged to forward
epeedily all information possible w
abtain.

WILL ROB NO MORE GRAVES,

The EKing of Ghouls Fulls a Victim to
Indian \‘.unu.o.

ing in the region of Mount Hood arrived

Oregonian  that the body of James
Hartley, a collector of Indian relies and
corio#, was found Thuraday, Sept. 8d,
by Henry Peterson, a timber cruiser,
on & small island in Deadman’s lake, in
the dense forest which stretches from
Mount Bt. Helens to the Colambia
river.

Hartley will be remembered by many

in The Dalles 23 & very pleassnt-man-
nered man, fuoll of lore econcerning geol-
ogy and archmology, and ever ready to
engage in such a converestion. He wns
also possessed of a rapacity for Indian
relics, and pursued many plans to get
them in his possession, when he would
send them East, He donbtless knew
iost where was the 'best market and
maust have made tremendons profits by
his uoosual occupation. Under one
pretext or another he secured many
gtone implements and carios from dif-
ferent citizens of The Dalies. Rev. W.
C. Cnrue, Dr. Sutherland, Mr. S. L.
Brooks, Mr. Carey, Miss Anne Lang and
others lost a part of their valuable col~
lections through his smooth workinge.
Generally he wounld “borrow’’ them for
Eastern exhibits, with a promise to re-
turn. If this would not do, he would
promise to exchange other kinds of ecuri-
osities for the Indian relics. Miss Lang
and Dr. Satherland regeived some
worthless “cariosities”” in retarn from
him in thie way. He succeeded in in-
dacing Mr. Carey to part with his fora
time by telling him he wanted to pho-
tograph them, sand that gentleman
found them Iater in the express office
billed for the East by the eaterprising
Hartley. But he paid dearly in the end
for his dishonest practices, lor at last
be fell into the hands of his Indian ene-
mies.
* The condition of the body, which was
found in an old canoe, the hands and
feet bound by withes of hazel and fast-
ened to the stem and stern of the canoe,
with a stake of hazsl driven throogh it
just below the breast bone, showed con-
clusively that Hartley had been put to
death with cruel tortores such as were
inflicted npon white men taken priso-
ners by Indians in the early history of
this country.

Some sach dreadful ending had often
been predicted for him, as he had been
for years engaged in collecting Indian
relice and curics, and has probably
robbed more Indian graves and scat-
tered broadcast the remains of more In-
dians than any other one man ever did.
There is scarcely an Indian buoryiog
gronnd on the Columbia river, or the
ielaunds therein, or along the coast of
Oregon, where sunch places are nomer.
oug, which Hartley had not ransacked
in eearch of stone knives and hammeres,
beads, flint arrowheads, and other arti-
cles which Indians used to bury with
their dead.

Hartley had been so long and so ac-
tively engaged 1n the business, and his
operations had extended over such a
gcope of territory, that he was known
by reputation at least to many Indians,
and whenever it was known that he was
in any part of the country Indians from
that section sent ont guards to protect
their old burying places.

Some two years gince, while he was
operating inan extensive Indian burying
ground at the mouth of the Alsea river,
he was shot at and narrowly escaped be-
ing captured by guards sent down from
the Siletz reservation to keep wateh for
him, the Indiane having iearned that he
was on his way to that place. Another
time, when é¢ollecting Indian skulls at a
burial place on Little Memaloose island,
he narrowly escaped being captured
through the canoce of his pursners having

catoch him,

It seems probable that he had learned
of the burying ground on the island in
Deadman’s lake, some twenty miles fur-
ther in the forest, where tradition says
the chiefs and medicine men of several
tribes along the Colombia used to be
buried, and, lured by the prospectof a
rich find of curiog, he had ventured to
visit the place, imagining that he wonld
be eafe from molestation in the depths
of that great forest. The Indian guards
evidently caught him and put bimto a
cruel death, and his fate might never
have been known bad not the timber
cruiser, Peterson, been led by curiosity
to visit this island.
